NEW BELT ROAD PLAN. 


CHICAGO bun . RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY’S PROJECT. 


Preparing to Relieve the Present Congest- 
ed Condition of Railroad Business and 
to Accommodate the Increased Traffic 
of the Future by Building a Sixty-Mile 
Road Entirely Outside the Present City 
Limitse—The Great Growth of Chicago's 
Railway Interests, 


The Chicago Union Transfer Railway com- 
pany recentiy appointed a committee consist- 
ing of H. H. Porter, J. M. Whitman. and 
Andrew Crawford to investigate into the mat- 
ter of the location and construction of a belt 
railroad. This committee has now made its 
report, and in that report has included some 
valuable and interesting information concern- 
ing the railroads and railroad business of Chi- 
cago and their future requirements. Statis- 
tics are presented and comparisons made that 
are amazing to one who has failed to keep 
himself informed of the growth of Chicago’s 
business.

that arose. Then the Chicago Union Transfer 
railway company was formed and bought of 
Mr. Stickney and his associates about 1,500 
acres of land, and proposed to carry out the 
Stickney scheme of transfer yards for all the 
Chicago roads. Subsequently certain Chi- 
cago capitalists, amohg them H. H. Porter, 
Marshall Field, N. B. Ream, P. D. Armour, 
W. W. Kimball, George M. Pullman. G. F. 


Swift, and the McCormick Harvesting com- 


pany, bought a controlling interest in the 
company, the rest of the Stock being held in 
part by some of the trunk railways. After- 
ward other trunk railways bought stock until 
now fourteen roads are interested in the com- 
Hany as stoc kholders. 

The company has been going ahead with its 
plan of transfer yard, expending altogether 
nearly $1,000,000 for land and tracks, thirty- 
three miles of track having been laid at the 
yards. Last spring, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining wnat the company ought to do further 
in the way of carrying out its general purpose, 
the best way of doing so, etc., this special 


‘committee was appointed. This committee 


has reported, recommending a location for 

the belt line and giving its reasons for so 

recommending. 3 
Reasons for the Location. 

The location recommended is entirely out- 
side the present city limite, extending from 
the lake shore and Chicago and Northwestern 
tracks on the north to the Baltimore and Ohio 
tracks and the lake shure south and east of the 
city. the total length being sixty and one-third 
miles. The committee gives these reasons for 
the proposed location: 

1. Being outside of the city, and only passing 
through a portion of oné incorporated village, it 
will not be liable to be subjected to embarrassing 
legislation: it will permit the city to expand geo- 
graphically to include 42) square miles (about 
two and a half times its present area) and to in- 
crease eight-fold its present population. 

2. It passes through a now sparsely-settled sec- 
tion and crosses very few important highways; 
wherever the districts are well settled or growing 


‘rapidly the line can be constructed with over- 


head or sub-grade road crossings at a minimum 
expense, only requiring, in most cases, iron 
bridges and abutments to carry the highways 
either over or under. 

3. The changes in the direction of the tangents 
being small, low degrees of Gurvature can be used. 


thus making the line for operating purposes prac- 


tically straight. 

4. The topography of the territory traversed 
permits the use of low grades, the maximum be- 
ing sixteen feet to the mile, of which there is only 
20 per Gent; the other #0 per cent is less than ten 
we to the ‘mile, hence the line is substantially 
lev 

5. The topographical relations of the territory 
traversed by the proposed line to that traversed 
by the main lines of the various railroads enter- 


ing Chicago make it possible to construct over- 


head and subgrade railroad crossings with low 
grade approaches at a minimum cost. Wherever 
grade crossings cannot be avoided without too 
great expense or material lengthening of the line 
they can be made either at points of existing 
crossings or junctions, or beyond the limit of sub- 
urban traffic, and provided with adequate inter- 
locking systems. 

6. Owing to the fact that so many of the rail- 
road terminal yards are now located within or 
near the city limits, and in many cases are so 
crowded that it seems to be impossible therein to 
provide for the ever increasing business, new 
yards must be provided, on less expensive land, 
where the public and the movement of the ohrs 
will less embarrass each other, and old ones grad- 
ually abandoned, for the following reasons: 

a. The constant menace of the street crossing 
problem, which is rapidly cutting all yards into 
smaller and smaller sections, rendering them less 
useful on account of the increased expense and 

delay necessary to operate them. 

b. The increasing danger to life and property, 
compelling the ofexpensive addi- 
tional viaducts. | 

ce. The increased switching mileage rendered 
necessary on account of the present location of 
d. The crowded condition of the main tracks of 
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R city limits 24654 
miles of main track, O miles of second 
main, and about 900 miles of yards and sid - 
ings, a total of 1,377 miles of track, covering 
about 7,000 acres. The report says: 

A few years ago a majority of the railroads 
entering Chicago made all freight-car transfers 
via the main lines of other railroads, sending 
their own switching engines and crews over miles 
of the main tracks of foreign roads. This method 
the business has now outgrown, and roads begin 
to recognize the necessity of having facilities at 


Many railroads are now seeking new locations for 
yard facilities at points beyond the busy districts; 
and, if there is no concerted action, new yards 
will be located only with reference to some 
specific requirement, dictated by the business of 
the line so locating, overlooking the necessity of 
a comprehensive system which should simplify 
all transfer and terminal work. 


Delays in Handling Cars. 


It is believed that the construction and use of 
this or some other similar system of transfers 
would not oniy have the effect of facilitating 
transfers and reducing delays, but it would also 
result in relieving from active service from 25 to 
50 per cent of the switching engines and crews 
now in use, thereby effecting a large saving to the 
roads annually. One manager says that if a gen- 
eral system of transfers, such as contemplated, 
were adopted more than 25 per cent of the switch- 
ing engines now in use gn his road would be re- 
lieved, thereby effecting a saving of $100,000 per 
annum to his company, and that with this system 
it would be impossible to have a blockade. 

The distance from any junction point of any 
railroad with the proposed line to the Union 
Stock-Yards by way of the Union Stock-Yarde 
and Transit company averages 18 36-100 miles; via 
the Chicago and Calumet Terminal company and 
Chicago and Northern Pacific company, 21 90-100 
miles; via the Chicago and Western Indiana Belt, 
23 52-100 miles, and via the proposed line, 27 96-100 
miles, the greatest difference of distance ih 
any one instance being nineteen miles, 
while in thirteen cases it is shorter via the 
proposed line than via the other routes; 
but the advantage of. this line is not so much the 
distance to be traveled as the freedom from an- 
noying delays. The chances for delay in making 
transfers from Kinzie street, by way of the Union 
Stock- Yards to the Illinois Central, a distance of 
about nine miles, can be readily appreciated from 
the fact that the route crosses sixty-seven high- 
ways, eight horse-car lines, three cable lines, and 
eight lines of railway on which are operated tne 
trains of sixteen railroads running 456 passenger 
trains daily. On three of these highways, 5,442 


thirteen hours; on one of these cable lines 716 
cars in thirteen ‘hours; and on one of these eight 
lines of railways 173 trains and engines in eleven 
hours and forty minutes; while a safe estimate of 
the number of engines and trains crossing over 
this route would be 2,000 per day, or about three 
trains every two, minutes; horse and cable cars, 
366 per hour ; vehicles, 3,000 per hour; pedestrians, 
5,000 per hour, making a total aggregate per hour 
of 8,449, or an average of 140 per minute. 


Some Features of the Road. 

It is proposed to secure for this belt a right of 
way generally of 200 feet, being less than 200 
feet only at such points where it is reasonable to 
suppose that industries will not be located. In 
no place will the mght of way be less than is re- 
quired for eight tracks. It is proposed to have 
a double-track railroad trom the Milwaukee Di- 
vision of the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
to the Wisconsin Central railroad, a four-track 
road from the Wisconsin Central railroad to the 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis rail- 
road, a doubletrack road from the New 
York, Chicago and 
to the i 
width of the embankment for Te mbm rail- 
way to be twenty-eight feet and for the four-track 
railway fifty-six feet. The width of excavation of 
double-track railway is to be thirty-two feet and 
for four-track railway sixty feet. Culverts are to 
be of stone or stone and iron.

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BRIG HTER FOR LIZZIE 


STRONG TESTIMONY IN HER FAVOR 
BY A STATE’S WITNESS, 


25 1 
Prof. Edward . Wood of Harvard „ Sum- 
moned by the Prosecution in the Borden 


Were Not from a Human Being, and 
That There Was No Prussic Acid Found. 
Fart River, Mass., Aug. 30,—[Special.]— 
The prosecution brought forward its star wit- 
ness today, Prof. Edward 8. Wood of Har- 
vard, who it was expected would complete 
the chain of circumstantial evidence apainst 
Lizzie Borden and satisfy all fair-minded men 
that the girl murdered her father and step- 
mother. But the expert’s evidence was.a sur- 
prise, not only to the attorneys who are push- 
ing the case against thedaughter, but to ever; 
one else an well, and Lizzie’s chances are de- 
cidedly brighter. f 
When the professor testified that he had 
found no blood and no human hair on the 
hatchet a buzz of astonishment was heard all 
over the court-room, Then he said there were 
no blood stains on any of Lizzie’s clothing 
sent him for exammation, and he added that 
judging from the position of the bodies when 
found it would have been impossible for the 
assailant not to have received blood on his 
clothing from the wounds inflicted on Mr. 
Borden and from the knees up in case of 
Mrs. Borden. And the expert s. t that 
he had failed to find traces of 
added much weight to — strong denials 
that she was ever in Smith’s drug store. 


One Damaging Fact. 

On the other hand it is well to remember 
Prof. Wood's statement as to the probable 
hour that the murder was committed is 
against the prisoner. Analysis of the stomach 
of Mrs. Borden, said the expert, and the 
knowledge of the hour when she ate break- 
fast, shows that Mrs. Borden died between 9 
and 10 o’clook, probably about 9. The prose 
cution has already established that Lizzie was 
in the. haliway leading into Mrs. Borden’s 
room at 10:30 o’clock, and she has not been 
able yet to prove that she was not in the house 
between 9:15 and 11:15 o’clock, when the mur- 
ders occurred. 

Prof, Wood analyzed the stomachs of Mr. 
and Mrs. Borden and the stains upon the floor 
and Lizzie’s clothes, as well as the hair that 
was found clinging to the hatchet. His testi- 
mony was as follows: 

On Aug. 10 I received from Dr. Dolan a hatchet, 
two axes, a bine dress skirt, a dress waist, a white 
starched skirt, a lounge cover, small 
envelopes in which were hair taken from Mr. and 
Mrs. Borden, also hair taken from the hatchet. 
On Aug. 16 I received a pair of black stockings. The 
hatchet was covered with a number of suspicious 
looking spots, but careful examina showed 


that it was not. The white skirt had one spot on 
it which proved to be a blood stain. There was 
no blood on the lounge cover. 


close analysis — they were not. 
More in Lizzie’s Favor. 
Upon conclusion of the direct examination 
the hatchet was placed in evidence and when 


the attorney for the defense picked it up 


Lizzie leaned forward and, taking it in her 
hands, examined it es closely as her counsel 


had done. 


On cross examination, in regard to the posi- 
tion of the murderer, witness said that it ap- 


peared to him that the person stood in 


the dining-room when the first blow was 
given; this because of the spot found on the 
frame of the dinmg- room door. The witness } 
was allowed to look at the stain on the door 
frame under his glaes, and, resuming the 
stand, said. it was not blood. 

Witness said it would be impossible for the 
assailant of the murdered folks to escape 
getting blood on his body in some way, and 
that the stains on the sitting-room door might 
have gans over the head of the assailant as 
the instfument was lifted. The blood would 
hit the assailant from ‘the knees up, and the 
blood on the assailant in the case of Mrs. Bor- 
den would be shown anywhere above the 
feet. . 


Annie M. White, the official stenographer of 
the county, was called to the witness-stand 
after recess and read the testimony given by 
Lizzie Borden at the inquest. In view of the 
several contradictions to her statements that 
have been made this review of her previous 
testimony proved interesting. Some of the 
most important statements she made are as 
follows: 

I have no idea what my father was worth. Sev- 
eral years ago I heard Mr. Morse say that he had 
made a will, but father never said anything about 
a will. About two weeks ago father had trouble 
with a man whom I did not know. After some 
talk I heard the person who was with him say: 


I thought a man with a reputation for getting 


money like you would accept my offer.” 

My father told@/him he had staid long enough 
and requested him to get out, and he went ‘away 
saying he would consult with his partner. I had 
some trouble with my step-mother about five 
years ago, but it was trivial. 

Those Peculiar Statements. 

The stenographer’s report showed that 
Lizzie nade two statements about her where- 
‘abouts on the day of the murder at the time 
when her father came home. She said first 


that she was up-stairs and then that she was 


in the kitchen, and to this last story she stuck. 
Then Lizzie’s testimony as to her movements 
on the fatal morning was read: 

Law my stepmother down-staits and she told 
me she had the guest chamber all ready, except 
the putting in of some shams. She 8 
company on Monday and wanted everything all 
right. I cannot state whether my mother came 
down-stairs again after she went up with the 

shams or not; she might have come down when I 
was in the cellar for a few moments, but she 
could not have come down while 1 was on the 
ground floor without my seeing her, and I have 
no recollection of it. After father went out I 
did not go up-stairs, 
I was alone in the lower part of the house for a 
large portion of the timd. Father was away, the 
front door was locked, and nobody could have 
got in the house in the meantime. When father 
returned I was in the kitehen eating a pear. 
There was a little fire in the stove, but not much, 
and I put in asmall piece of wood to start it up. 
I did not see Maggie after father came in. After 
fiting father comfortably on the lounge I went to 
the barn to get lead for a sinker, taking it from 
a box on a work-bench. I had not been 
in the barn for three months before. 

Several pages of the stenographer’s copy 
were devoted to a tilt between the District- 
Attorney and Lizzie, caused by his trying to 
find out just what Lizzie was doing in the 
barn to occupy twenty minutes. The sub- 
stance of her replies was to the effect that she 
ate three pears, looked out of the window, and 
overhauled a box for the lead.

Cholera, it is conceived, will reach America 
sooner or tater, and if it does get across the 
Atlantic it will surely find its way to Chicago. 
Despite the stringent quarantines which have 
been instituted at the principal Atlantic ports 
of this country Chicago is menaced in a 
peculiar manner. The great lakes and the in- 
ternational railway lines give ready commu 
nicathon with the Canadian sea ports, and no 
amount of caution in New York can obviate 
the peri] of contagion by way of the Canadian 
border. 

Commissioner Aldrich, who is now in New 
York, has seen the strict precaytionary meas- 
ures being adopted in the East to preclude the 
probability of a cholera epidemic in case the 
disease is introduced into the country by im- 


migrants and fugitives, and he quickly per- 


ceived the danger to which Chicago was ex- 
posed, or is likely to be exposed, . 

Monday he sent a telegram to his depaty, 
Mr. Kuhns, ordering him to confer with the 
Department of Health as to the better sanita- 
tion of the city and offering the assistance of 
the Street Vepartment in the work. Acting 
in conformity with this order Deputy Com-

TO GUARD AGAINST CHOLERA. 


Its Prevention and Remedy Dry Hot Air 
Value of the Turkish Bath. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 90.—[Editor of The Tribune.

Injunction Secured Against the Chicago 
and Jefferson Urban Transit Company. 
Work on the Chicago and Jefferson Urban 

Transit company line has been blocked by in- 

junction. Judge Brentano issued the writ 

yesterday. It is founded on a bill of com- 
plaint filed in the Superior Court by Henry 

Lewis, a property-owner on Fulton street 

between Curtis and May streets. 

The Jefferson and Urban is the projected 
West Siae trunk and suburban line, whose 
franchise gained considerable notoriety last 
spring in the boodle investigations of 
several aldermen. 


Lewis attacks the franchise on the score of 


legal irregularities m the Couucil’s action. 
He claims that the ordinance in giving the 
right of way from Canal and Monroe streets, 
west to Morgan, north to Fullerton, and west 
to Western avenue, is illegal. The reasons 
assigned for invalidity are that the Council 
did not have the necessary amount of con- 
senting frontage before it, that revocations of 
consent were ignored, that certain signers 
did not control the property they represented.

COMMON SENSE CHOLERA PREVENTIVES. 

When the doctors disagree what shall be 
done? An ailopathic doctor the other day 
announced his conviction that sulphuric acid 
lemonade was a sure preventive against catch- 


ing the cholera, basing his belief on the al- 


leged fact that the cholera germ must have an 
alkaline medium for development, and hence 
it is necessary to make all the secretions of 
the body acid, in which conditions the mi- 
crobe cannot flourish: Now comes a homeo- 
pathic doctor of equal celebrity and declares 
that sulphuric acid lemonade is of no value 
because the blood is naturally alkaline and it 
is only when it becomes acid that we are sick. 
He is equally confident that his school of med- 
icine has a remedy in copper plates worn on 
the stomach and in administering a solution 
of arsenic and copper, taken in the form of 
arsenate of copper tabicts, one-five hundredth 
strength, three times a day. 

There are certain pre ven tives which lie out- 
side thie materia medica and which the layman 
not only should adopt, but should be com- 


| pelled to adopt. The first of these is cleanli-- 


ness, and it is almost the first and last of 
them, so great is its importance. The report 
of the President of the Municipal Order 
League dweils upon this point with great force 
and indicates the obstacles which lie in the 
way of making Chicago clean, It is a thou- 
sand pities that in this emergency the work of 
cleaning the city is not entirely in the hands 
of the women, for then it would be done, and 
done thoroughly. In any event it is some 
consolation that they have stirred up public 
sentiment to the extent at least of convincing 
the authorities that something must be done. 
Under the order of. Commissioner Aldrich 
something like an aggressive campaign will 
be inaugurated at once against filth in certain 
sections of the city where peoplelive like hogs 
and seem to prefer to do so. In these districts 
the work must be compulsory; in others, the 
sense of danger, now that the cholera may 
come any day, perhaps will induce people to 
keep themselves, their yards, alleys, and 
streets clean. The people must attend to the 
destruction of garbage themselves. There is 
little to be expected from the crematory sys- 
tam, since the conditions imposed upon the 
bidders are such that they cannot afford to 
putthem up. It would aid in this destruction 
if efficient inspectors were appointed, but as 
the authorities will not do this it is evident the 
people must take care of themselves and make 
individual cleanliness the rule and example. 
Combined with cleanliness there are certain 
other preventives outside of the materia 
medica which are known to be efficacious in 
warding off the bacillus, such as a cool head 
and absence of fear; dry, warm feet; avoid- 
ance of ice- water and intoxicating liquors; the 
use only of fruits and vegetables in their prime, 
neither unripe nor past the ripe point; plain, 
wholesome food; a cheery disposition and no 
departure from ordinary duties. These are 
not in the doctors’ books, but the doctors will 
not dispute their efficacy. They have carried 
thousands safely through cholera seasons. But 
first and foremost of them all is cleanliness. 
If there is filth the microbe will find it and 
there will he revel. This much is certain. It 
is uncertain whether either copper or sulphuric 
acid can dislodge him or kill him. 


THE DEMOCRATIC RUCTION IN SOUTH

Politics in South Carolina is at white heat. 
The campaign is drawing toa close, but at 
every meeting the old Bourbon ring faction 
and the Tillman Alliance faction have been 
on hand in force, and the arguments have 
been confined to fisticuffs, clubs, and pistols. 
The negroes have had a good rest and have 
lain back and enjoyed the “Democratic har- 
mony.” At the closing meeting at Laurens 
noses were smashed, eyes were blacked, and 
heads were broken by scores, ali in the causa 
of Democracy. There were no Republicans 
“in it.“ The arrangement of the meetings 


has been unique, the principal abject being. 


the protection of the speakers on the stand. 
To effect this it has been the practice to sur- 
round the stand witn a thick layer of con- 
stables armed with clubs and pistols; then 
back of them, and at a considerable distance, 
a heavy layer of women and children, Last 
of all, and back of the women and children, a 
big layer of the two factions, the mem- 
bers of which, not being within easy hearing 
distance, have devoted themselves to each 
other. It was a convenient arrangement, for 
the factions could pommel away and shoot at 
each other without disturbing the speakers, 
and thus fighting and speaking went on simul- 
taneously without breaking up the meeting.

SANITARY REFORM AT LAST. 

The Health Department of this city bas re- 
sponded to the spur of necessity, It had pre- 
viously detailed three or four men to under- 
take the herculean task of inspecting all the 
catch-basins and closets in the Nineteenth 
Ward. Now it has resolved to do a little more 
than that, under orders sent by Commissioner 
Aldrich from New York, after an examination 
of sanitary conditions and prospects in that 
city.* He hag directed that aggressive work 
must be done within the next thirty days in 
cleaning the streeta”’ and alleys. So an ag- 
gressive campaign has been resolved on, in 
which the 200 teams and their complement of | 
men in the Street Department will be em- 
ployed if necessary. and a large additional 
force of wagons and scavengers will be taken 
on for service. It is stated to be the intention 
not only to clean the streets and alleys of their 
filth accumulations but also to inspect the 
private backyards. These will be relieved of 
their germ hatcheries in the guise of garbage 
receptacles, and the closets will be required 
to be cleaned out. All this is promised, Let 
us hope it will be efficiently performed. 

So there is 1eason to expect the city will be 
cleaned, in deference to the wishes of the peo- 
ple, a3 expressed through the Municipal 
League and voiced by Tus Tarsus, which 
has for weeks past urged the authorities to ac- 
tion and pointed out a small percentage of 
their sins of omission in this particular. It is 
not well to be overcritical when efforts are 
made in earnest, but it may be asked what 
the city is going to do with the great mass of 
material it is proposed to gather from its long 
resting places. How will it be disposed of? 
Under the present arrangement one garbage 
crematory will be at work during the next 
few weeks, burning up perbaps less than 5 per 
cent of the refuse raked in by the scavengers, 
and one other may get to work in the same 
way, raising the relief to 10 per cent. For the 
rest it is fair to presume it is calculated to re- 
sort to the dump, which simply means that 
some 90 per cent of the filth to be removed is 
intended to be taken from situations where it 
is an unbearable nuisance to others in which 
it will be barely endurable by a smaller num- 
ber of citizens, the affliction being less in de- 
gree but the same in kind as before. 

But then it is hardiy to be expected that we 
can get right all at once. It is a matter for 
thankfulness that there is a desire to act for 
the good of the people after so maay years in 
which the dicta of pot-house politicians have 
been the one controlling influence in our health 
office, as in other departments of the city 
government, 7 

The Municipal Order League has now open- 
ing out before it a broader field for usefulness 
than it has assumed to occupy in the past. It can 
and should keep its Argus eyes on the men who 
are about to act under the instructions of 
Commissioner Aldrich and report them if 
they show any sigus of shirkmg in the duty 
imposed upon them. The new plan and the 
men who are paid to carry it out should be 
watched to see that the corporation receives 
no merely nominal service in return for its in- 
creased expenditure of money in the effort to 
make the city clean and thus ward off a possi- 
ble attack of cholera, Instead of relaxing in 
its vigilance the league should consider its 
work to be only just begun. Its members. 
should bold to a strict accountability the 
workers and those paid to supervise them. In 
no other wa} can we get a faithful perform 
ance of the task.

A BRACE OF DISCONTENTED PAPERS. 

Mr. John Bj Walsh takes on terribly in the 
evening appendage to his morning issue over 
the fact that Tan Trisune devoted some 
space to the yearly report of the Commis- 
sioner of Labor of the great manufacturing 
State of New York. Judging from the tone 
of his papers, he is angry because Tux 
Tribune printed a column of it instead of 
slurring it over with a bare reference as the 
Herald did. He seems angry also because 
Tax Taisunez printed it as a special dispatch, 
and had the energy and enterprise to have 
the work of making an abstract done by one 
of its own reporters, instead of taking the 
abstract sent by the Associated Press. Mr. 
Walsh appears to be also angry because the 
report in this paper did not say in the 
same place that the Associated Press abstract 
did that the Commissioner of Labor got his 
information from the manufacturers. But it 
stated that fact in detail once in its abstract, 
and that was sufficient. It suppressed noth- 
ing. The Herald suppressed everything, and 
its evening attachment snaris and barks at 
Tux Taruns. 3 

Mr. John R. Walsh is most angry, however, 
because the report of the Democratic Commis- 
sioner of Labor completely upsets the labored 
argument of his Vice-Presidential candidate, 
Stevenson, that the McKinley law had re- 
duced wages, and also because this Demo- 
cratic labor report disproves the labored 
arguments of those whom Mr. J. W. Scott 
had hired to do political economy for the 
morning and evening papers, that the McKin- 
ley law had reduced the rewards of labor. 

It is easy to understand why Mr. John R. 
Walsh's great heart is rent with sorrow at the 
wreck of Mr. Stevenson’s political stock in 
trade, but that is not a valid reason for assail- 
ing Labor Commissioner Peck; who strove 
to make a correct report of the facts, and 
who was satisfied of ite truthfulness, or he 
would not have sent it out in August, two 
and a half months before election day, but 
would have held on to it until it was too late 
to refute it. Nor does it show political wis- 
dom on Mr. Walsh’s part to let his petulance 
betray him into abusing Senator Hill, and in- 
timating that he has been guilty of political 
treachery. If Senator Hill wishes to upset 
the Cleveland apple cart in New York he can 
do so with ease, by taking New York from 
Cleveland; and he can do that much more 
quietly and effectively than through the me- 
dium of tne report of a Commissioner of 
Labor.

The Tailors’ Union,.made up almost ex- 
clusively of immigrants from cheap labor 
Europe, might march pander a flag on which 
was embroidered Give us back the wages of 
the Fatherlana,” and those organizations 
which are made up largely of Irishmen might 
take pleasure in marching under the banner 
“Give us British free trade and Cleveland; 
down with American protection and Harri- 
son. N 

Sentiments like these floating above the 
heads of toilers would be read by the people 
on the sidewalks who do not study platforms 
or speeches of acceptance, or read the labored 
editonals of Democratic organs, and would 
give them the first clear idea of the real pur- 
poses of Cleveland & Ca. and the new free 
trade Democratic platform. 


Ir is reperted that the Cleveland Demo- 
crats are badly demoralized by the publica- 
tion of Commissioner Peck’s labor statistics, 
showing that wages in the State of New York 
have advanced considerably instead of de- 
clining since the passage of the McKinley 
bill.

Katherine Parkhurst Disappears and Is 
Returned with Mind Deranged. 

Cottagers at Lake Bluff have something to 
talk about besides the weather, although the 
way the wind blows around among the trees 
of that resort since the mercury tumbled so 
suddenly is a caution. The resorters huddled 
together in winter wraps yesterday, and dis- 
cussed the strange adventure of Katherine 
Parkhurst, the 14-year-old daughter of the 
Rev. and Mrs. M. M. Parkhurst of Milwaukee, 
who live in the most substantial house at the 
Bluff, and the connection with the adventure 
of Mrs. Bertha Brinkman of the City of Mex- 
ico, who is passing thesummerin “ Shady 
Nook,” a cottage owned by and rented from

Katherine is resting at home carefully cared 
for and watched. The girl is mentally de- 
ranged, so Dr. Haven of Lake Forest and her 
mother say. She fails to recognize her par- 
ents, persists in calling herself Isabella, and 
seems to have no recollection of the past. She 
labors under a delusion that she is in a hos- 
pitai and not in her own home. 

Such has been her condition since Friday 
night, when she was brought hack to her 
father’s cottage by Justice Miller, whose aid 
had been invoked to secure her return. Fri- 
day morning Katherine was around her home 
in unusually happy mood. She did not ap- 
pear for dinner and her mother became anxi- 
ous, A younger daughter, Florence, in- 
creased this anxiety. by saying: 

‘*T saw Katherine go out by the back door 
an hour ago carrying a satchel.“ 

Dr. Parkhurst arrived at Lake Bluff from 
Miiwaukee during the afternoon and was in- 
formed that his daughter was missing. Kath- 
erine had been going with Mrs. Brinkman, 
and a messenger was sent to Shady Nook,’ 
but according to Mrs. Parkhurst no satisfac- 
tion was obtained there. Dr. Parkhurst finally 
became convinced that Mrs. Brinkman knew 
of his daughter’s whereabouts, and Mrs. Park- 
hurst says he went to her and delivered this 
ultimatum : 

Jou must produce my daughter or sleep 
in Waukegan jail tonight.”’ 

Then, according to Mrs. Parkhurst, Mrs. 
Brinkman told that the girl had gone to Chi- 
cago, and would return toa farm near Lake 
Forest, where she had eng board tem- 

orarily in the evening. Mrs. Brinkman sent 

er cousin, Bert Dewey, te Lake Forest to 
intercept the girl, and tell her to return home, 
and she herself accompanied Justice Milier in 
his carriage to meet Katherine. They came 
upon the girl walking toward Lake Bluff. 
Justice Miller took her in charge, and es- 
corted her home. Mrs. Parkhurst says her 
daughter was deranged when the Justice 
found her, and was brought home in that con- 
She said further that she believed 
Mrs. Brinkman wanted to take the girl back 
to Mexico with her, that she had gained an 
influence over her and persuaded her to go 
away. 
„She took Katherine to Mr. Lyle’s farm- 
house near Lake Forest,“ she said, and told 
them there that she was Bertha Thompson, 


and that my daughter was her sister Isabel 


Thompson. She gave my daughter some 
whisky in her cottage, too. No; she did not 
accompany Katherine to Chicago, and I am 
confident no mishap befel the child there, as 
we traced all her movements. But the child 
is deranged now. We did think of having 
Mrs. Brinkman arrested for abduction, but 
we do not want to drag our child into court.”’ 
Mrs. Brinkman is 20 2 old, a good-look- 
ing, slender blonde. r. J. R. Dewey, who 
has a cottage at Lake Bluff, is her relative, 
and she has passed three summers near him. 
I did not try to steal. the girl.“ said Mrs. 
Brinkman. She told me she was unhappy 
at home and told me she was going to run 
away and work. I allowed her to carry her 
clothing to my cottage, and when she begged 
me to do it J] went with her to that farmhouse 
and did state that we were sisters.

The Dunham Towimg company’s petition 
for an injunction restraining the city from 
seeding with prosecutions against it for 
violations of the smoke ordinance was set 
down for a hearing yesterday morning in 
Judge Gresham’s caurt. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Chetlain, for the city, and Attor- 
neys Robert Rae and Wilberforce, represent- 
ia the tugmen, arrived early, together with 
other interested persons. The crowd im- 


mediately proceeded to furnish an object | 


lesson of the smoke nuisance through the 

ans ot strong cigars. After a consultation 
with Judge Gresham both sides concluded 
that they were not quite ready, and the hear- 
ing went over until Saturday. Both sides are 
to file affidavits and at 10 o’clock the legal

The city yesterday filed an answer to the 
tugmen's bill. Contrary to the expectation 
of the complainants it is not a demurrer, but 
adenial of allof the tugmen’s statements. 
Mr. Chetlain explained that in this way the 
city’s rights were reserved. 

‘he answer is a voluminous document, cov- 
ering fourteen closely-written pages of legal- 
cap. It starts off with a denial that the tug- 
boats are constructed so as to secure perfect 
combustion of smoke on that they are built to 
burn bituminous coal only, or that the com- 
plainant knows of no other fuel that could be 
used without injury to the furaaces. Denial 
is made of the tugmen’s allegations relative 
to the test made on the tug Ewing. The his- 
tory of this test is sketched and a “mg | of the 
agreement entered into between the Dunham 
‘Towing company and the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke is given. This shows that 
the society was to operate the boat at its own 
expense while different smoke-abating devices 
were tested. If any damage was done to the 
boat, the extent of it was to be determined by 
an arbitrating board and the amount of it was 
to be paid by the society. A successful device 
is defined in this agreement to be: 

A device that when used upon a tug which 
is doing the ordinary work that a tug is calied 
upon todo will remove75 per cent of the 
smoke usually caused by that tug when oper- 
atea without any device. 

A device that can be operated without in- 
flicting serious damage upon any part of the 


tug.” 
: Tests and Results, 

Three devices were tested. Two proved un- 
successful. The third, known as the Western 
smoke preventer, was tried April 5, 6, and 7, 
and a public test of it was made April 8 On 
that occasion, the answer says, Capt. J. S. 
Dunham, President of the Dunham Towing 
company, expressed himselfin the presence of 
other tugmen, engineers, experts, and news- 

per men, as perfectly satisfied with the 

estern. smoke preventer’s work in abating 
smoke, He took exception to the noise it oc- 
casioned, which, however, did not interfere 
with the working of the boat. July 13 the 
boat was examined by the arbitrators who 
submitted a report that the tug had 
been damaged through some artificial means, 
and that the boiler should be repaired at the 
expense of the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke. The arbitrators’ report also declared 
that a device of the gen character of the 
Western smoke-preventer might de put into 
11 and that a device of this character, if 
srly and carefully handled, would reduce 
the smoke 80 per cent without impairing the 
efficiency of the tug and without injury to the 
boiler. This report was signed by two of the 
three arbitrators and afterwards the damage 
to the boiler was settied by the payment of 
$100 without being referred to 
of Marine Boilers, The answer declares that 
this amount wus an adequate compensation. 

The Dunham Towing company’s declara- 
tions that its ineers do not unnecessarily 
allow smoke to issue from the stacks, and that 
all tugboats emit dense smoke, aud that the 
marine interest will be ruined if tugboats are 
not allowed to burn soft coal, are all denied. 
The answer charges that the complainant con- 
tinues to run ite t without regard to the 
health or comfort of the people, and that the 
cause of their smoke is directly attributable to 
careless firing and the company’s uowiiling- 

ness to incur any expense or take the usual 
and well-known precautions to prevent the 
smoke. Anthracite coal, it says, can be used 
on the Dunham t or certain devices for 
tne consumption of smoke can be put in at 
small expense, all of which facts, the answer 
— Capt. Dunham has repeatedly ad- 
mit 
Police Power of the City. 

The question of the city’s right to exercise 
police powers over the river is discussed at 
length. The city states that it is advised by 
counsel that the power of Congress to regu- 
late commerce is exclusive of State authority 
only where the subjects upon which it is ex- 
ercised are national in their character and 
require uniformity of regulation affecting all 
the States. The States have all the powers 
necessary to the full and complete protection 
of property and the health and comfort of 
their citizens. Congress has not legislated in 
such a manner as to deprive States of these 

wers nor do powers exercised 

y the City of Chicago as the agent 
of the State of Illinois by 
the passage of the smoke ordinances 
operate upon subjects national in their char- 
acter. On the contrary, the subjects are lo- 
cal and within the police power inherent in 
the State, and they do not fall within the 
scope of Congressional legislation made ex- 
clusively by Constitution. The smoke or- 
dinances are in no sense an inconsistent regu- 
lation of commerce and impose no restraint 
upon the commerce of foreign nations, but 
only seek to regulate the use of steam vessels 
in such à manuer as not to injure property or 
become an annoyance to citizens of Chicago. 
They are a reasonable exercise of the police 
power inherent in the State specially dedicated 
to the municipality of Chicago for proper pro- 
tection. 

A more detailed account of the tests made 
on the tug Ewing will probably be given in 
the affidavits to be filed. It was the opinion of 
several of the’ engineers who attended the 
tests and afterward looked over the boat that 
it could not be demonstrated to a certainty 
just what cause had produced the slight dam.

The soft coal dealers who received the letter 
mentioned in Tun Trisune Sunday as having 
been sent out by an interest close to the tug 
men, in which the Society for the Prevention 
of Smoke was criticised as endeavoring to 
force the general use of hard coal, are chary 
in showing the document. It is said that only 
a few copies were mailed. A tug man was 
found yesterday who knew of the letter.

The 
soft coal men were invited to pay particular 
attention to the tug litigation as something 
which affected their own interest. A man con- 
versant with the circumstances of the letter 
yesterday suggested that the object was to in- 
duce the soft coal men to contribute to the 
expense of the litigation.

ITS POWER ASSAILED. 


PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY OPPOSED 
BY WESTERN RAILROADS. 


The Ga Pacific and the Great North- 
ern are Working Hand in Hand to 
Break the Monopoly—Traffic Manager 
Stubbs’ Trump Card—Meeting Held in 
Memory of Hugh Riddle—Earnings of 
the Burlington System Not Wholly Sat- 
isfactory—Railway Notes. 

Traffic Manager Stubbs of the Southern Pa- 
cific thinks he played a trump card when he 
secured the adoption of a resolution at the 
Transcontinental Association meeting in New 
York last week to the effect that in case the 
Canadian and Great Northern people carry 
out their notices the Chairman of the associa- 
tion is to give notice of the withdrawal of the 
contract for “space rental’’ with the Pacitic 
Mail Steamship company. This isa threat 


on the part of the Southern Pacific that it 


means to let loose the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company, and allow it to make such rates as 
the overland routes cannot touch. Mr. Stubbs 
has worked this scheme before and always 
succeeded in forcing the dissatisfied roads to 
terms. It is hardly probable, how- 
ever, that be will succeed this time. 
The Canadian Pacific is not the kind 
of road that can be easily bulldozed, and it is 
in a position to bid defiance to the Southern 
Pacific. It owns the entire line from the At- 
lantic seaboard to the Pacific coast, and runs 
through parts of the country where there is 
but little business. The Canadian Govern 
ment guarantees its dividends, and it does not 
depend upon ita earnmgs to pay its debt. It 
is therefore in a position to make as low rates 
as the Pacific Mail Steamship company, and 
can stand a fight much longer. . 

Mr. Hill’s road, the Great Northern, is just 
completing its through line to Seattle, and it 
can affrd to take freight for almost nothing 
in order to advertise its line and iaake it pop- 
ular with the people. With the Canadian 
Pacific ahd Great Northern working hand in 
hand the Pacific Mail company will not have 
as smooth sailing in a contest as it has nad 
heretofore. 

Besides, another danger threatens the Pa. 
cific Mail steamship company. It has to de- 
pend for an outlet to the Pacific coast upou 
the Panama railroad. Its contract with the 
latter expires Jan. 1, 1893, and it is reported 
that other parties are negotiating with the 
Panama railroad to afford them an outlet to 
the Pacific coast. It is understood that it has 
been offered a remuneration nearly four times 
as much as the Pacific Mail company has been 
paying, and if the latter expects to renew its 
contract it will have to outbid its adversaries. 
This will iargely increase its expenses if it 
succeeds in securing the lease, and if it does 
not succeed it will be compelled to go out of 


‘the business.

EARNINGS OF THE BURLINGTON. 


Heavy Increase Gross Earnings Wiped 
Out by’ Operating Expenses. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road company did somewhat better during the 
month of July than during the month pre- 
vious, but there being still a decrease of net 
earnings the officials of the road are by no 


means satisfied. But the freight and passenger 


departments did exceedingly well, there being 
an increase in freight earnings over the same 


month last year of $420,143, and in passenger’ 


earnings of $57,846, but these were entirely 
wiped out by the heavy increase in operating 
expenses, so that there is a decrease in net 
earnings of $49,203. The heavy increase in 
operating expenses is due to the improvements 
made necessary un account of the World's 
Columbian Exposition next year. 

The following statement shows gross 
earnings, expenses, and net earnings of the 
Burlington system of railroads for the month 
of July and che seven months ending July 31, 
1892, compared with the corresponding periods 
in the year 1891:

SOME MISTAKES OF SWEENEY. 


Switchmen Made a Foolhardy and 
Weak Fight. 

Buffalo Advertiser: In declaring the switch- 
men’s strike at Buffalo off Grand Master 
Sweeney said, according to report: 

Five hundred and fifteen switchmen cannot 
cope with twelve big railway corporations and 
8,000 militia and succeed. We have made a strong 
fight and have lost. 

Grand Master Sweeney was in error on two 
points. He and his men have not had to cope 
with 8,000 militia in the struggie for increased 
wages. The militia have not been fighting 
for the twelve railroads against the 515 switch- 
men. So far as the strike is concerned 
the militia have been absolutely neutral. 
They hava not fired a shot or leveled 
a bayonet or marched a step or 
done any other thing to hinder the success of 
the switchmen in the latter’s struggle towards 
bringing the railway corporations to terms by 
proper means. What the militia have done, 
all that they have done, is to preserve the pub- 
lic peace, protecting life and property peuding 
a settlement of the labor troubles at Buffalo. 
The only sense in which the militia can possi- 
bly be said to have fought against the strike 
is that in which the strikers may be consid- 
ered as having had for their object, not a law- 
ful and peaceable. victory but one gained by 
lawlessness. Does Grand Master Sweeney 
soberly intend toclaim before the country 
that accomplishment of his plans was depen- 
dent upon permission to burn freight cars, 
derail passenger trains, and assault non-union 
workmen? 

He is in error when he says that the switch- 
men made a strong fight. They made an ex- 
ceedingly weak fight. They lost because they 
deserved to lose. We do not mean that their 
original contention was unreasonable. That 
question ceased to be important just the mo- 
ment when legitimate methods gave place to 
illegitimate. The strikers deserved to lose 
because they allowed their cause to become 
identified with crime. From that moment 
success, had it been achieved, would have 
meant, not the gaining of additional wages, 
but the subversion of law and.order. The Ad- 
vertiser, in common with the whole respecta- 
ble press of the country, warned them on the 
morning following their first overt acts, that 
they could expect no sympathy for any part 
of their proceedings unless they refrained from 
violence. It was a weak fight which they 
made because it was foolhardy. They were 
not sustained by the brakemen, trainmen, 
and firemen. Of course not, nor could they 
rationally expect to be. Self-respecting work- 
men po nut have part or lot with rioters.

FOUGHT FOR FREEDOM 


THREE PRISONERS AT JACKSON 
ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


Assaulted the Guards with Knives, Filed 


from the Prison-Yard, and Two Were | 


Shot Down—The Other Surrendered— 
Edward Huntley and John Davis, Burg- 
lars, Will Likely Die—Jewelry Robbers 
Captured at Columbus, ind.—Firemen’s 
Tournament at Ottawa. 

Jackson, Mich., Aug. 30.—[Special:]— 
There have been many bold and daring at- 
tempts made by convicts to escape from the 
State Prison here, but this morning three 
men attempted to carry out the most desper- 
ate plot ever conceived at the institution. The 
convicts were Edward Huntley, serving a 
term of twenty years for burglary; John 
Davis, five years for burglary, and Lige 
Bullard, colored, five years for shooting 
Sonny White, a Detroit pugilist. 

They were considered the three hardest 
criminals imprisoned, and their plan was to 
gain their freedom by killing the guard. Each 
one had in his possession a large knife, and 
immediately after going to their sbops this 
morning they drew their weapons and held 
their keepers at bay. They took a ladder 
from one of the shops, and while Huntley and 
Bullard carried it to the west wall the keepers 
were kept off by Davis, who protected himself, 
with a shield and his knife. 

The men mounted the Jadder in the face of 
a guard armed with a Winchester. They were 
ordered to stop, but Davis told the guard to 
shoot if he dared and they would kill him. 
The guard attempted to fire twice, but the 
cartridges failed to explode. By this time the 
men were on top of the wall and the guard 
treated to the guard-house followed by the 
three men attempting to stab him. They were 
determined to kill him and were battering 
down the door when other guards came to the 
rescue. The trio then made use of the stairs 
on the outside of the wall and reached the 
ground. By this time the guards were in 
range and as the meu refused to halt the 
opened fire. Huntley and Davis were both 
shot through the groin. Bullard surrendered. 
The wounded prisoners were taken to the hos- 
pital and will probably die before morning.

PROSPECTS GOOD FOR A LOW RANGE 
OF PRICES FORSTOCKS, — 


No Active Security on the List—Specula- | - 


tive Grain Markets Depressed by 
Liquidation on Foreign Estimates of 
the World’s Crop of Wheat—Unfavor- 
able.Crop Reports from the Northwest 
and a Possibility of Frost in the West 
Responsible for a Strong Opening. 

The market at the local Stock Exchango, such 
as it was, was limited to North and West Chicago 
street railway stocks and the brewery securities. 
The tendency in all these stocks was down, and 
none of them were in active demand. The proper 
figure for North Chicago stock was considered 
254. and 850 shares were sold at that price. The 
sale list of North Chicago stock was rounded out 
with a block of 50 shares at 256%. West Chicago 
opened after the morning call at 204% regular 
and sales were made at any where from 203 to 205. 
It is significant that there was not a sale of stock 
made on the regular morning call. In the after- 
noon the market opened with a sale at 203 for 50 
shares, but with the exception of three sales 
of broken lots this price was not again 
reached during the day. The last regular sale 
was made at 201%. The difference between stock 
regular and stock for the account continues to be 
unusually wide. The market for West Chicago
